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LEWIS SAYS U.S. 

AGREES TO NOV. 

MELTING; STRIKE 
THREAT EASED 


Present Soft-Coal Mine 
Wage Contract Will 
Remain in Effect Dur- 
ing Negotiations, UMW 
Head Announces. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
The threat of a pre-election walk- 
out of 400,000 AFL United Mine 
Workers appeared lessened today 
by John L. Lewis's announcement 
that the Government and his soft 
coal miners would sit down at the 
conference table Friday. 

While the talks are under way, 
Lewis said, the present wage con- 
tract between Secretary of the In- 
terior J. A. Krug and the UMW 
will remain in effect. The UMW 
chief previously had said that the 
exisfing pact would be “void” un- 
less the Government agreed to 
discuss reopening of the agree- 
mefit by Nov. 1. Miners tradi- 
tionally observe a policy of “no 
contract, no work.” 

Later President Truman told a 
press conference there would be 
no coal] strike. The President said 
Lewis was having a press con- 
ference to announce this decision. 

T Krug. 

Lewis made public a telegram 
from Krug, dated yesterday at 
Phoenix, Ariz., in which Krug said 
he was requesting Lewis or his 
representatives to meet with Capt. 
N. H. Collisson, the Coal Mines 
Administrator, on Nov. 1 “or any 
other date agreeable to you.” 

The Krug wire contained no 
other details. 

Lewis replied as follows: 

“I esteem your telegram 27th 
received by me today as compli- 
ance with request for official con- 
ference contained my letter Oct. 
21. 

“TI accordingly advise that rep- 
resentatives of United Mine Work- 
ers will meet with Coal Mines Ad- 
ministrator Collisson and his as- 
sociates at 11 o'clock am. on 
Friday, Nov. 1. 

“Under these conditions Krug- 
Lewis ent remains effec- 
tive and unchanged durin 
ing period of negotiations. 

How long these negotiations 
might last — and therefore how 
long the postponement of the 
strike could be expected - could 
mot be foretold. 

Lewis requests that the contract 
be reopened for higher wage de- 
mands 

Krug and Collisson have taken 
the position that the centract cov- 
ers the period of Government op- 
eration of the mines and that 
Lewis must negotiate any new 
contract with the operators them- 
selves—a rather remote possibility 
at the moment because of a divi- 
sion of opinion on acceptance of 
the Krug-Lewis contract by the 
operators. 

Krug apparently reversed his 
previous positien after being ad- 
vised by the Department of Jus- 
tice and top Administration 
officials. 

The Government seized the 
property last May, ending a 69-day 
strike.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
Cotton futures tumbled $10 a bale 
on the New York market today 
on an accumulation of weekend 
selling. Trading was extremely 
active with fluctuation of $2 a 
bale between sales. Prices man- 
aged to rally as much as $5 from 
the day’s low with a reappearance 
of covering and mill buying. 

In the final hour renewed com- 
mission house liquidation and 
hedging again forced values down 
the limit of $10 a bale from the 
previous close, with July selling at 
29.40 and March 30.90 cents a 
pound. 

In the stock market leaders, 
with the excepti®n of scattered 
issues including gold mines, pur- 
sued a slow lower drift after a 
fairly active opening. Declines of 
fractions to $3 or more were wide- 
spread at the close with dealings 
quickening a bit in the final quar- 
ter -hour, Oils exhibited more 
than usual heaviness. Transfers 
for the full proceeedings ran to 
around 900,000 shares.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
President Truman has sent a mes- 
sage to King Ibn Saud of Saudi 
Arabic repeating his belief that 
steps should be taken to insure 
the immediate substantial immi- 
of refugee Jews into 
Palestine. 

He told the Arab leader that 
ke could not agree with the lat- 
ter’s statement that there was in- 
consistency in the American posi- 
tien. 


Replying to a .letter received. 


from Ibn Saud Oct, 15, the presi- 
dent wrote: 

“With regard to the possibility 
envisaged by your majesty that 
force and violence may be used 
by Jews in aggressive schemes 
agains: the neighboring Arab 
countries, I can assure you that 
this government stands opposed to 
aggression of any kind or to the 
employment of terrorism for po- 
litical purposes. I may add, more- 
over, that I am convinced that re- 
sponsible Jewish leaders do not 
contemplate a policy of aggression 
against the Arab countries adja- 
cent to Palestine.” 

The President said he still ad- 
hered to the belief, “widely shared 
by the people of this country,” 
that nothing would contribute 
more effectively to the alleviation 
of the plight of homeless Jews 
“than the authorization of the 
immediate entry of at least 100,000 
of them to Palestine.” 

I.e reminded the Arab leader 
that no decision has been made on 
this proposal which he submitted 
originally to Prime Minister Attlee 
of Britain more than a year ago.

The Supreme Court today refused 
to interfere with the election ma- 
chinery in Georgia and Illinois, 

The court threw out suits at- 
tacking the validity of the Geor- 
gia county unit election system 
and refused again to hear a case 
which sought to force congres- 
sional redistricting in Illinois, 

In the Georgia case, the Su- 
preme Court split 6 to 3 on an

der which Eugene Talmadge won 
the Democratic nomination for 
governor, although he trailed

TURN ON DAIREN 


t SURPRISE MOVE 


Chief Manchurian Port 
Contains Large Soviet 
Garrison in Addition 
to Chinese Reds.

PEIPING, Oct. 28 (AP)—Wily 
Gen, Tu Li-ming scored one of 
the biggest surprises of the civil 
war today by launching a two- 
pronged offensive by Chinese 
government troops against 
Dairen, the chief port of Man- 
churia, in a move to control the 
entire South Manchurian coast 
and cut off the Chinese Commun- 
ists from support by sea. 

The Communists and everyone 
else expected Gen, Tu to resume 
his northward advance toward 
Harbin in centra] Manchyria. But 
instead he sent two armies south- 
ward down the Liaotung peninsula 
from Anshan and Antung to catch 
the enemy napping. Icy weather 
in the north may have dictated 
the change in strategy. 

Both prongs were approximately 
90 miles from Dairen, the big sea- 
port 30 miles from the Russian 
naval base of Port Arthur. ‘ 

Capture of Dairen probably 
would pose international compli- 
cations. Travelers from that area 
have reported the city full of 
Soviet troops, and there was a 
question whether in that case 
Nationalist troops would be wel- 
come, There was no indication 
here how many Chinese Commun- 
ist troops were occupying the 
city. 

Entry of the generalissimo’s 
forces into Dairen could well 
bring about another tense occu- 
pation situation such as existed 
early this year at Mukden, where 
both Soviet and Chinese Govern- 
ment authorities sought to run 
the city. 

(There has been no indication 
of Soviet withdrawal as yet from 
Dairen, a sore point in Chinese- 
Russian relations. The Russians 
agreed under the 1945 Chinese- 
Soviet treaty to joint control of 
the port by the two powers, but 
the Ryssians have maintained a 
large garrison there and have 
forbidden intrusion both the 
Chinese Government § an an 
American naval party. 

(Three American news corre- 
spondents who managed to enter 
Dairen last February, only to be 
ejected promptly by the Russians, 
reported brisk Soviet military ac- 
tivity there.) 

Government capture of Chefoo, 
the main Communist port on the 
Shantung peninsula of North 
China, appeared imminent. Fight- 
ing was reported inside the city 
itself, and Government sources 
predicted its capture within three 
days. 


ATTLEE DENIES BEVIN GAVE 
PROMISE TO CEDE SUDAN 


LONDON, Oct. 28 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Attlee denied flatly today 
that Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin had pledged Britain to 
acknowledge Egyptian sovereign- 
ty over the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 

He told the House of Commons 
that talks last week between Bev- 
in and Egypt’s Prime Minister 
Sidky Pasha “were conducted on 
the understanding that they did 
not commit either government.” 

A highly placed Egyptian source 
in Cairo had told reporters that 
Bevin agreed to recognize Egyp- 
tian sovereignty over the Sudan, 
but coupled with this was a pro- 
vision for ultimate self-determina- 
tion by the Sudanese. This 
source said also that Bevin of- 
fered to complete evacuation of 
British troops from Egypt “less 
than three years from today.” 


WYATT ORDERS AUTO PLANT 
ALLOTTED TO HOUSE-BUILDING 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (UP)— 
Housing Expiditer Wilson W. 
Wyatt today directed the War 
Assets Administration to allocate 
the giant surplus Dodge-Chrysler 
plant at Chicago to the Lustron 
Corp. to build prefabricated hous- 
ing. 

WAA last month leased this 
plant to the Tucker Corp. for pro- 
duction of a new automobile, the 
Tucker Torpedo.

annual footwear bill. 

The agency reported that 
sharply increased costs of kan- 
garoo, wallaby, jack buck and cab- 
retta led to the increases, rang- 
ing from 10 to 16 per cent at 
retail, ° 

On the decontrol front, OPA 
wiped out ceilings on some house- 
hold furnishings and a number of 
minor textile items, including: 


Furniture scarves, mats and dol- 
lies; trimmings and fringes for 
window shades and draperies; nw- 
merals, letters and other insignia 
used on pennants and sweaters; 
industrial insulation tubing; what- 
nots, break-front secretaries, win- 
dow seats, upholstered platform

s. 

The agency said today’s increase 
in shoe ceilings apply only te mod- 
els that were being made in March 
1942, when prices were frozen, but 
that other models soon will be al- 
lowed similar increases. 

OPA cited these examples of to 
day’s increases: : 

Women’s buck shoes now sold at 
$5 and $6 a pair will rise about 
45 cents. 

Women’s dress kid shoes, glazed 
or suede, will gé from $4395 te 
$5.25, with similar increases in 
other price ranges. 

Men’s kangaroo and wallaby 
shoes now selling near $6, will go 
up $111. 

Women’s cabretta shoes will in- 
crease about 50 cents a pair.

Arnold Rejects Caulfield

Probate Judge Glendy B. Ar- 
nold, in rejecting today an appli- 
cation by Director of Public Wel- 
fare Henry S. Caulfield for au- 
thority to transfer nine insane 
persons from a city to a state in- 
stitution, held that, in his opinion, 
the probate court does not have 
the authority to commit such per- 
sons to state institutions. 

A state law permitting such 
committments by probate judges 
went into effect July 1 and was 
upheld in an opinion by the attor- 
ney general. Informed of Judge 
Arnold’s decision, Caulfield said: 
“That presents a real tragedy to 
We are 
so crowded at City Sanitarium, 
with 1000 patients too many.

Caulfield said all other probate 
judges in Missouri are proceeding 
under the new law. “I hope the 
city counselor will proceed imme- 
diately to get a ruling on this 
matter from a higher court,” Caul- 
field added. 

In his decision, Judge Arnold 
said he did not think that many 
would deny that the transfer to 
the Probate Court of the city’s 
control over admission of patients

LEGION HEADS 


FOR STATE BONUS 
TO NEW VETERANS 


Executive Committee 

' Says District Groups 
Favor Payment Con- 
vention Rejected. 


Members of the state executive 
committee of the American Legion 
went on record favoring payment 
of a state bonus to veterans of 
World War II, at a meeting at 
Jefferson City, yesterday. 

Action by the Legion group was 
revealed by Adrian L. Bushman of 
Clayton, atate commander, today. 
Bushman said the action reflected 


jithe personal feelings of members 


of the executive committee and 
did not constitute official Legion 
action, 


Last September the Missouri 


‘| Department of the Legion in con- 


vention at Kansas City voted 
down a resolution which would 
have placed the Legion in support 
of a $500 state bonus to World 
War II veterans. A hot debate 
took place after an opposition 
report was submitted, pointing to 
the inflationary dangers of a 
bonus. 

Bushman, however, said today 
that the convention's action “was 
the result of a misunderstanding 
of the resolution” supporting the 
bonus. “Many delegates,” he said, 
“voted against the state bonus 
thinking they were voting in favor 
ef-&." 

Since the convention rejected 
the bonus proposal, Bushman said, 
a majority of the Legion districts 
in Missouri have held meetings. 
“At those meetings sentiment was 
overwhelmingly in favor of the 
bonus,” he declared. 

In view of this situation, Bush- 
man said the executive committee 
has authorized a poll of the more 
than 500 American Legion posts in 
Missouri—representing a member- 
ship of more than %0,000—in an 
attempt to get an @ccurate idea of 
opinion on the bonus question. Re- 
sults of the poll, he said, will be 
presented to the meeting of post 
commanders and adjutants at Jef- 
ferson City Dec. 8. 


STALIN SAID TO HAVE ORDERED 
HALT 1N REMOVING ZEISS PLANT 


LONDON, Oct, 28 (AP)—British 
newspapers said today Prime Min- 
ister Stalin had ordered Marshal 
Vassily Sokolovsky, Russian com- 
mander in chief in Germany, to 
halt the dismantling and removal 


of the Zeiss plant at Jena. The 
Daily Mail, in a dispatch from 


Berlin, said Stalin acted in re- 
sponse to an appeal from 20,000 
Zeiss workers. 

Meanwhile, a British Foreign 
Office spokesman said German 
technicians working for the Brit- 
ish in Germany and the United 
Kingdom were employed for 
“peaceful purposes.” They have 
been described as atomic physicists, 
Weapon and armament research 
experts and industrial experts. 

The Soviet news bureau in Ber- 
lin said yesterday that German 
specialists taken to Russia left 
gladly and that the Russians were 
only doing on a small scale what 
the Americans and British had 
done en masse. The story said 
the United States “forcibly ab- 
ducted 2400 well-known scientific 
workers and specialists on two 
hours’ notice” when the Americans 
left Thuringia. 


HANNEGAN SAYS STRAW VOTES 
HAVE BEEN WRONG BEFORE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
National Democratic Chairman 
Rober E. Hannegan yesterday 
shrugged off “this year’s crop” of 
election polls on the basis of 
“their inaccuracies of the past.” 
He said that “we have prima facie 
evidence that some juggling of the 
figures already has taken place to 
create a more hopeful picture for 
the Republicans.” He did not 
elaborate. 

Hannegan predicted in a state- 
ment that 1946 experience will 
“follow the pattern of past years— 
unanimity of the poll experts” con- 
cerning «the outcome, and dis- 
agreement only by the people of 
the United States.” Various public 
opinion testers have forecast Re- 
publican gains and Democratic 
losses nationally in this year’s 
congressional election. 

Referring to “the so-called ‘pub- 
lic opinion’ polls” without naming 
them, Hannegan observed that “in 
the art of making wrong guesses, 
these political crystal gazers have 
been rivalled only by the Republi- 
can party leaders who in the past 
four national elections predicted 
their own victory.” 


ARMY DENIES U.S. HAS DECIDED 
TO PEG MARK AT 30 CENTS 


FRANKFURT, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
United States Army headquarters 
formally denied last night that 
the United States Government 
had decided to peg blocked Ger- 
man mark at 30 cents to stimu- 
late German international trade 
and make the American occupa- 
tion zone self-supporting. A re- 
port to that effect had been car- 
ried by the United Press, quoting 
“high Army officials.” 

The official announcement said: 
“According to Gen, Clay the whole 
subject is under discussion and no 
decision has been reached by the 
United States Government. (Lt. 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay is deputy 
Unite® States Military Governor.) 

“Before becoming effective a 
quadrupantite agreement would 
have to be reached because such 
an arrangement would affect all 
the occupying countries.”

Padway Tells House Com- 
mittee No Organization 
Funds Have Been 
Used, However. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—A 
House committee heard today that 
members of two American Fed- 
eration of Labor unions will do 
“everything in their power” to 


. defeat Representative Sam Hobbs 
of Alabama and Representative 
Clarence F. Lea of California, 
both Democrats. 

In citing these two instances 
as illustrative, Joseph A. Padway, 
AFL general counsel, told the 
House Campaign Expenditures 
Committee there had been no ex- 
penditure of AFL union funds to 
bring about the defeat of these 
candidates, or so far as he knew, 
the defeat or election of any 
others, 

Padway appeared as counsel for 
four AFL unions—the Teamsters, 
Musicians, Laundry Workers and 
United Garment Workers, whose 
spokesmen were to follow him to 
the stand. 

These four unions had refused, 
on his advice, to answer a ques- 
tionnaire sent by the committee 
to labor unions, business organ- 
izations, and other groups repre- 
senting special interests. The 
questionnaire sought details about 
political activities and expendi- 
tures in this campaign. 

Without withdrawing his ob- 
jections to some of the inquiries 
made in the questionnaire, Pad- 
way said he thought the union 
spokesmen who were to follow 
him would answer all inquiries 
and would say that they had not 
spent any money for or against 
any candidate. 

But the Teamsters, he was sure, 
would vote against Hobbs, author 
of an anti-racketeering bill which 
applied particularly to a situation 
in-the New York trucking indus- 
try, and the Musicians, Padway 
was certain, wouldn't vote for Lea 
because of legislation he spon- 
sored which they deemed “unfair 
and hostile.” 

Padway apparently distinguished 
betweeen political activity by 
members of labor unions and such 
activity by unions themselves 
when he said that the four or- 
ganizations he represented today 
had not spent a dime and did not 
intend to spend one for or against 
any candidate. 

He did object to many of the 
questionnaire inquiries as being 
beyond the purview of the resolu- 
tion which created the committee 
and in interference with the 
“sacred right” to a secret ballot. 

“If union members are going to 
support or oppose any candidate 
surely they are entitled to make 
that disclosure at the time and 
in the way of their own choice,” 
he said. 

He had no objection to disclo- 
sure of indorsements or disapprov- 
als already announced by the un- 
ions. The committee might well 
make its investigation after an 
election, he said, calling before it 
representatives of business and 
labor and asking them: “Who did 
you support and how much did

The United States has at the 
moment a wait-and-see policy on 
the Franco question, standing 
ready to decide a course in the 
light of what others may propose. 
Britain is more or less opposed to 
doing anything about Franco at 
this time. 

The troops issue, expected to 
claim the joint attention of Bevin 
and Byrnes, is likely to produce 
one of the fiercest controversies 
of the whole Assembly meeting, 
though little has been heard of it 
to date. The Russians are asking 
the Assembly to ask Britain and 
the United States what troops 
they have stationed in non-enemy 
lands abroad. 

British and American officials 
condemned the Russian proposal 
as designed simply to embarrass 
them. -They blocked it before the 
Security Council but decided they 
could not do so in the Assembly. 
It raises the question of British 
troops in Greece and American 
troops in China—and may provide 
Soviet leaders with a springboard 
for an attack in the Security Coun- 
cil on what they call the “imperi- 
alism” of the West. 

Neither the British nor Ameri- 
cans have yet determined on coun- 
termoves, but one possibility much 
discussed is that they will seek to 
amend the Russian proposal! so the 
Russians would be compelled to 
tell how many troops they have in 
eastern Europe. 

Wait-and-See Attitude. 

Veteran diplomats, discussing 
the speculation that Russia has 
adopted a more “conciliatory” at- 
titude, warned against excessive 
optimism on that score and in 
general adopted a wait-and-see at- 
titude. 

They pointed out that Russia 
actually had nothing to lose in 
full Assembly discussion of the 
veto issue, since if necessary it 
could block any move to amend 
the power by a simple “no.” Unani- 
mous agreement of the Big Five 
powers is necessary for any 
change in the Charter. , 

American delegates, however, 
have welcomed indications of a 
more co-operative course by the 
Russian delegation. While deter- 
mined to follow Byrnes’s firm 
policy toward hussia, they never- 
theless are determined to bridge 
any differences with the Soviet 
Union to enable the United 
Nations to operate as it was in- 
tended. 

This new determination was ex- 
pressed, perhaps significantly, over 
the weekend by Adlai Stevenson, 
a member of the American dele- 
gation. He said: 

“We are determined to break 
down barriers to agreement on 
all issues, and particularly on the 
over-riding issue of our differ- 
ences with the Russians.” 

Won’t Dodge Disputes. 

He emphasized, however, that 
“in so far as those differences 
arise in the General Assembly, we 
will not duck or dodge them.”

Louis, joined today in a protest 
to the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration and to President Truman, 
against the CAA’s proposed plan 
of distributing federal funds for 
development of airports. 

Mayor Edward J. Kelly of Chi- 
cago was spokesman for a group 
which included the mayors of De- 
troit, Newark and Atlanta, the 
St. Louis City Counselor and rep- 
resentatives of the city govern- 
ments "of New York and New 
Orlednh. 

The ground of protest against 
the proposed plan for division of 
funds was that it would discrimi- 
nate, against large cities, whose 
airports are an important part of 
the national airport program, and 
would favor smaller communities. 

Mayor Kelly said municipal of- 
ficials had been under the im- 
pression that the five-billion-dollar 
Federal Airport Act, passed by 
Congress at the last session au- 
thorized distribution of funds on 
a basis—that is, local appro- 
priatioOns would be matched by 
federal money. 

Kelly said that, instead, CAA 
had put a $2,000,000 limit on any 


‘|distribution on a 50-50 basis. He 


ysaid CAA proposes to scale the 
federal grant downward “by some- 
thing like 5 per cent” on each 
$1,000,000 above the $2,000,000 
limit.” 

Kelly said that on an $11,000,000 
project, application of the CAA 
formula would result in a grant 
of but $3,250,000, or 29.5 per cent 
instead of 50 per cent, 

“The City of St. Louts,” City 
Counselor Stemmler said, “in- 
dorses everything that was said 
by Mayor Kelly.” 

Mayor Kelly said, after he and 
several others in the group called 
on President Truman, that the 
President was “very sympathetic 
to the idea of developing the na- 
tion’s airports.” The delegation 
told the President that it would be 
necessary to ask Congress for ad- 
ditional money to carry out the 
program; that the allowance of 
$100,000,000 a year for five years 
was “just a drop in the bucket.”

At the same time, the United 
States is working with other gov- 
ernments toward settlement of 
other refugees {n Mifferent >un- 
tries outside Europe, the Presi- 
dent wrote. ; 

Denies Any Inconsistency. 

“IT cannot agree with Your Ma- 
jesty that my statement of Oct. 4 
is in a way inconsistent with 
the position taken in the state- 
ment issued on my behalf on Aug. 
16,” the President wrote. “In the 
latter statement the hope was ex- 
pressed that as a result of the 
proposed conversations between 
the British Government and the 
Jewish and Arab representatives a 
fair solution of the problem of 
Palestine could be found and im- 
mediate steps could be taken to 
alleviate the situation of the dis- 
placed Jews in Europe. 

Commenting that “unfortunate- 
ly, these hopes have not been real- 
ized,” the President added: 

“In this situation, it seemed in- 
cumbent upon me to state as 
frankly as possible the urgency of 
the matter and my views both as 
to the direction in which a solu- 
tion based on reason and good will 
might be reached and the im- 
mediate steps which should be 
taken. This I did in my state- 
ment of Oct, 4. : 

‘T am at a loss to understand 
why Your Majesty séems to feel 
that this statement was in contra- 
diction to previous promises or 
statements made by this Govern- 
men. It may be well to recall 
here that in the past this Govern- 
ment, in outlining its attitude on 
Palestine, has given assurances 
that it would not take any action 
which might prove hostile to tMe 
Arab people, and also that in its 
view there should be no decision 
with respect to the basic situation 
in Palestine without prior consul- 
tation with both Arabs and Jews.” 

Truman said he did not consider 
his urging of admittance of a sub- 
stantial number of displaced Jews 
into Palestine, in advance of an 
over-all solution, as in any sense 
“ an action hostile to the Arab 
people.” 

In his letter to Truman, Ibn 
Said said he had been “astonished” 
at the President’s announcement 
on Palestine “and its demand that 
the floodgates of immigration be 
opened in such a way as to alter 
the basic situation in Palestine in 
contradiction to previous prom- 
ises.”

Two Sons of Pair Who 
Lost Lives Are Injured 
in Accident North of 
Ste. Genevieve. 


Three persons were killed and 
three others seriously hurt in a 
head-on collision between two au- 
tomobiles on Highway 25, eight 
miles north of Ste.

Friends Unable to Pull 
Harry Boehrer Out of 
Stalled Machine Before 
It Is Hit. 


Harry Boehrer, 70-year-old car- 
penter, was killed Saturday night 
when a Missouri Pacific railroad 
freight train collided with an 
automobile stalled on the first 
crossing south of Maeys Station, 
Ill., about four miles south of Val- 
meyer, 

Boehrer, who lived at 3443 Ore- 
gon avenue, was returning with 
three companions from fishing on 
the farm of Louis Rippelmeyer 
near Valmeyer when the men 
stopped or the crossing to decide 
which turn to make on the other 
side. The engine stalled and the 
others were attempting to start 
it when they saw the train com- 
ing and failed to get Boehrer out 
of the car in time. 

Nelson A. Schneider, coroner of 
Monroe county, said evidence pre- 
sented at an inquest yesterday 
related that Peter. Schuller, 3455A 
Oregon avenue, driver of the car; 
Emil Baier, 3868 Marine avenue, 
and Roy Fultz, 3441A Oregon ave- 
nue, jumped out of the car as 
soon as they saw the train ap- 
proaching. Once out, he said, 
they saw that Boehrer could not 
get out of the rear seat in time. 

Fultz ran up the track in an 
unsuccessful attempt to flag the 
freight while Schuller tried to pull 
Boehrer out, but failed because 
of Jack of time, Schneider said. 
Both Fultz and Schuller narrowly 
missed being struck by the train, 
he added. 

Charles P. Drews of Dupo, en- 
gineer of the freight, said he 
locked the brakes but the train 
skidded 1200 feet before coming to 
a stop. He said the front of the 
engine dragged the automobile 
along the tracks. 

The coroner’s verdict was acci- 
dent. Boehrer is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Mabel Boehrer. His 
body was taken to the John L.

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Industrial Peace Possible Only 
By Agreement, Says Adm. Moreell 


Ex-St. Louisan Addresses Navy League Din- 
ner Here — Thousands See Air Show 
at Lambert Field.

Industrial peace, essential to the 
security of the United States and 
to the maintenance of world peace, 
only can be attained through ad- 
judication and voluntary dgree- 
ment, not through legislation, 
Adm. Ben Moreell, former admin- 
istrator of the Government-seized 
bituminous coal mines, said here 
today. 

Adm, Moreell, a former St. 
Louisan, spoke to about 350 per- 
sons at a dinner of the Navy 
League at the Statler Hotel. The 
former Chief of the Navy’s Bureau 
of Docks and Yards, he retired 
last Oct.\1. 

Industrial workers must be in- 
formed regarding the status, 


financial and otherwise, of the 
corporations for which they work, 
he asserted. 

“Workers should not participate 
in management,” Adm. Moreell 
said, “but they should know. more 
about the business than they have 
in the past. Past practices have 
resulted in our present chaotic 
conditions.” 

Labor disputes, he asserted, can- 
not be settled by legislation re- 
stricting the powers of the labor 
unions. He termed the first re- 
quirement the establishment of 
mutual confidence between man- 
agement and labor. 

Obligation to be Strong. 

Urging retention of the United 
States’ island bases, the former 
chief of the Seabees said the 
United States has an obligation 
to be strong in order to “give 
comfort and assistance to weaker 


nations. We must face the reali- 
ties of world politics.” 

In planning for another war, 
the United States must prepare 
fer a complete, absolute regi- 
mentation of the national econ- 
omy, he declared. “Because we 
avoided all-out regimentation in 
the last war, we achieved consid- 
erably less than all-out produc- 
tion,” he said. “We cannot afford 
to do so again.” 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann re- 
ceived on behalf of the city a flag 
of the cruiser St. Louis, which 
participated in a number of World 
War II battles. The flag is tobe 
flown at City Hall. Other speak- 
ers were Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton of Washington Univer- 
sity and Charles Belknap, a na- 
tional director of the Navy League.

Not only will this great service demonstrate the unity of all of the 
Protestant Churches, but it will also affirm the historic principles of the Reformation, 
that is, the Priesthood of all Believers, justification by Faith, and the Bible open to 
all people. The relevance of these historic principles to the world’s needs was never 


clearer than today. 


“Last year more than 18,000 members of these churches crowded into Kiel 
Auditorium to manifest their unity in Christ and to affirm once again their belief 
in these principles. Thousands were turned away. There will be another such out- 
pouring of faithful Christians at this second annual Reformation Day Service.”

Broad Outline of Offer. 


The details of the Soviet offer 
are not known, but even the broad 
e@utline is significant. 

The Soviets are ready to estab- 
lish central German agencies to 
control the German economy, for 
the want of which Germany has 
been steadily deteriorating into a 
vast, squalid, ruined soup kitchen. 

In return, the Soviets ask us to 
agree to payment of German rep- 
arations to Russia out of the cur- 
rent production of the western 
zones. Specifically, they are be- 
lieved to be asking for 25 per cent 
of the output of the Ruhr-Rhine- 
land area. 

Such reparations would have to 
be largely financed by German 
exports. Consequently the Soviets 
are also willing to approve a steep 
increase in the formerly planned 
level of German industry. 

Previously, they fought for re- 


ducing German industry to the} 


approximate condition of weak- 
ness advocated by Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr. Now they are under- 
stood to be talking of a German 
industrial potential measured in 
— of steel production of from 
800,000 to 12,000,000 tons annual- 
ly. This is close to the original, 
much-abused British figure. 


In effect, if they can get the 
reparations they want, and secure 
a share in the control of the 
Ruhr, the Soviets are now ready 
to stand for an industrially pow- 
erful Germany. 

The fact that the Clay-Sokolow- 
ski discussions have borne no 
tangible fruit may be deduced 
from their personal nature. Thus 
far the British and French have 
not been included, which means 
that the whole business is still in 
an early stage (although Sokolow- 
ski made his first approach to 
Clay in July). 

American Division of Opinion. 

The discussions have, however, 
already caused some division of 
opinion among interested Ameri- 
ean officials. The existence of 
differing views is sufficiently dis- 
closed by Clay’s decision to carry 
on the discussions himself, with- 
out the aid of his more pessimis- 
tic political adviser, Ambassador 
Robert Murphy. Moreover, the 
majority of the State Depart- 
ment’s Russian experts are much 
less hopeful than Clay that the 
Soviets will agree to any form of 
economic unification of Germany 
which we can accept with satis- 
faction.

Allied Objections Likely. 

As to the second quegtion to be 
answered, it is simply what reac- 
tions may be expected from the 
French and British. 

Bitter feelings will no doubt be 
aroused among the French, whose 
relations with Clay are already so 
bad that, they recently protested 
against him to the State Depart- 
men. The British, whose zone in- 
cludes the Ruhr, may not be too 
happy, either. 

Yet if the Clay-Sokolowski talks 
produce a really sound, practical 
solution of Germany’s politico- 
economic problem, the chances are 
that the British and French will 
yield to the combined persuasions 
of this country and the Soviet 
Union. 

Meanwhile, pending an outcome, 
it must be noted that the new de- 
velopment is a handsome justifica- 
tion of the new Byrnes-Clay Ger- 
man policy.

Russian renewal :f negotia- 
tions in the joint commission to 
determine a provisional Korean 
Government hinged on an Ameri- 
can agreement to consult only 
those Koreans fully favoring a 
trusteeship for their country, 


If the Americans would consult 
only with those Koreans who sup- 
ported the trusteeship decision of 
the Foreign Ministers, and who 
“did not compromise themselves 
by active opposition to this deci- 
sion” the Russians would resume 
negotiations, Chistiakov wrote. 

Hodge replied that the United 
States delegation could not be a 
party to “arbitrary, exclusive or 
punitive” action against any Ko- 
reans, 

That, said a headquarters review 
of the MacArthur report, created 
an “impasse.” 

MacArthur's report, which 
marked the end of the first year 
of occupation of Korea, noted the 
“de-Japanizing” of the country by 
the reparation of those Nipponese 
living in southern Korea, Another 
221,000 Japanese who came south 
from the Russian zone also were 
sent home.

The Howard Scandal 


The case of the killing of William Howard 
should be reopened. This case looked like a 
whitewash at the start. Now members of the 
Coroner’s jury have added to the tale of sus- 
picion, and the case smells of calcimine from 
the word go. It also smells of misconduct and 
race prejudice all the way to Washington and 
the United States Attorney General. 

The Justice Department is considering an in- 
vestigation on grounds that William Howard was 
denied his civil rights. He was. He was killed, 
and even in death had the right to fair con- 
sideration of how and why his life was taken. 
He did get it. 

The Coroner’s hearing was a parody of an in- 
quest. The city knew that early. Circuit Attor- 
ney Griffin had to reprimand Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Dowling for browbeating Negro wit- 
nesses and defending the police officer who shot 
Howard. But now it appears that the inquest 
was worse than a farce, and the city knows that, 
too. 

Four of the six members of the Coroner’s jury 

have told the Post-Dispatch that Coroner Thomas 
F. Callanan “advised” them on their verdict. He 
led them to settle on justifiable homicide. This 
is something the Coroner had no right to do. 
He denies he did it. But the word of four is 
against him. 
_ Two of the jurors, including the foreman, said 
they wanted a verdict of straight homicide. An- 
other two let prejudice interfere with justice. 
One says the verdict would have been plain homi- 
cide, if it hadn’t been for the “sassy manner of 
a Negro witness.” A fourth says, “Negroes are 
getting too uppity. They have to be put in their 
place.” 

Two other jurors claim that the Coroner didn’t 
influence their verdict. But one of these shows 
an astonishing ignorance of what went on at the 
inquest. He says there were no actual wit- 
nesses to the killing. Yet three witnesses said 
they saw Howard shot. 

The gist of the Coroner's inquest was that 
no one seemed to know what he was there for, 
or did what he should have done. The whole 
inquest should be investigated. 

But if the inquest was a miserable requiem, 
then what? Then the grand jury heard 19 wit- 
nesses, deliberated for just 25 minutes and came 
out with no true bill. That left the inquest ver- 
dict unchallenged, and the shooting. of the Negro 
as much muddled as ever. So Mrs. Henry F. 
Chadeayne felt compelled to resign from the 
grand jury. She said that there had been-2 
“miscarriage of justice.” ‘ 

Next Judge Mayfield rebuked Mrs. Chadeayne 
for violating secrecy. The Judge showed a 
precious concern for legal technicalities, .but 
what did he say of the death of William Howard, 
which is what concerned Mrs. Chadeayne? He 
said nothing. 

In view of the public fear that justice was 
not done, Judge Mayfield might have been less 
concerned with a petty legality and more with 
the grand jury’s conduct: 

(1) How did the jury treat the testimony of 
eyewitnesses that they did not see Howard 
threaten the policeman, as the policeman 
claimed? The public knows that the issue was 
the word of several against one, and knows that 
the word of one must have been accepted. 

(2) Why did the grand jury dispose of fts_de- 
liberation in 25 minutes? That is exceeding haste 
for consideration of conflicting testimony in the 
death of a man. 

(3) Did the grand jury members, like the mem- 
bers of the Coroner’s jury, concede anything to 
race prejudice? That has no place in court. 

These questions cry for an answer, and the 
inquest begs for investigation. Meanwhile the 
patrolman who shot Howard is left‘in an un- 

pleasant void, somewhere short of full exonera- 
tion. 

The grand jury should not hide from these 
unpleasant facts.. If it does, Judge Mayfield 
could present it with a special charge to recon- 
sider the whole case. If it refuses, he could dis- 
miss it. Those are ways in which the public 
could learn, not just why Howard was shot, or 
what guilt lay in that, but where there was mis- 
conduct, and where there was a whitewash. 

If local authorities continue to play hide and 
seek with this case, the name of William Howard 
will go down with that of Edward Melendes. It 
will be a new symbol of incompetence, bungling 
and disregard for justice. Then the United 
States Attorney General and the FBI will be the 
city’s only hope to learn what kind of justice 
it has here. 

St. Louis wants to know if there is a line, or 
color line, between justice for police and for 
citizens, for whites and for Negroes. It wants 
most to know about the shooting of an indi- 
vidual, William Howard, who fell in an alley 
with a penknife in his hand and watermelon 
at his feet.

Communism. HEH we maintain just laws and a 
workable economy, Communists in this country 
‘might as well be hollering up the drain spout. 
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Calf skins are reported booming. Consumers’ 
skins, we suppose, being a drug on the market. 
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Is Safety Too Expensive? 
' Cam railroads afford all the necessary safety 
devices for the protection of their passengers’ 
lives? C. E. Johnston, chairman of the Western 
Association of Railway Executives, says they 
cant. He says rates haven't been kept high 
enough for them to afford it. 

Mr. Johnston’s assertion should be read in the 
light of wartime boom earnings such as increased 
the Missouri Pacific's profits from $5,000,000 in 
1941 te $30,000,000 the next year, and brought 
the Southern Pacifia, profits as high as $100,- 
000,000 in @ single year. It should be read in 
the light of the fact that personal injuries alone 
have cost the railroads as much as $73,000,000 
a year. 

Railroads should put into necessary safety 
equipment the money they will save by not kill- 
ing their passengers and not smashing up their 
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engines, coaches, freight cars and roadbeds. They 
should put into it an appropriate amount of their 
earnings. Any more that is needed should be 
made available to them through increased rates. 

It is far from conclusive to say, as Mr. John- 
ston in effect says, that the railroads can't af- 
ford safety. The conclusive fact is that the trav- 
eling public can’t afford to do without it. 


The Red Feather Comes 


St. Louisans will be asked today to open not 
just their pockets, but also their eyes. That is 
the appeal. of the Community Chest. It is an 
opportunity to take stock of this community. 

Everybody should look about him. It is too 
easy to give for the Red Feather without know- 
ing why. Look at the boy down the block. Look 
at the teen-agers in the neighborhood. Remem- 
ber the working mother. Look at the tenements 
banding the business district. See the lines of 
men at the employment offices. And think of 
the aged and infirm, whom you can’t see. 

The Red Feather touches all these. In most 
communities, 40 of every 100 families benefit 
directly from thé Community Chest. And all the 
misconceptions about it would vanish, if every- 
‘one would pause, and look. 

Maybe there’s a thought that the Community 
Chest represents charity alone. What about that 
neighbor youth—a Boy Scout? The Scouts, the 
YMCA. and other organizations whose services 
are not charity look to the Red Feather. 

Perhaps there’s an idea that in these “good” 
times, less need exists for community services. 
But our hospitals are filled. And what of those 
employment lines, the unemployables, their 
families—and the slums? Aren't they visible? 


These people, whose standard of living is not 


enviable, look to the Red Feather. 

Or maybe there’s that pointless conclusion 
that the war is over. What of all the tense 
problems of individual reconversion, of veterans 
come home? The USO, the Veterans’ Service 
Center and other agencies, which are used by 
40 to 75 per cent of our veterans, look to the 
Red Feather. 

The number of agencies served by the chest’s 
efficient fund-drive has grown from 81 in 1942 
to 100 today. That is because our needs have 
grown, and so has our population. The goal 
this year is higher than before the war—$4,730,- 
000; agency requirements are up 27 per cent. 
That is because the cost of goods and services 
has risen more than 30 per cent. 

But all these facts and figures can be trans- 
lated, by a considerate look around, into terms 
of sustenance for a tenement child, help for a 
working mother, recreation for a teen-age group, 
repair of a ravaged mind, guidance for a per- 
plexed family or cheer for a lonely soldier. 
That is how the Community Chest dollar is 
split a hundred ways, and is spent for us all. 

If St. Louisans will pause to see how their 
eommunity is faring, then the next few days 
present a remarkable opportunity. It is a rare 
chance for neighborliness in a great city. It is 
a time when all of us can agree on one objective, 
and work together voluntarily. The Red Feather 
is an eloquent expression of citizenship.

Our Undemocratic Colleges 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Higher education is using quota system to bar minority groups, 
educator says; schools protest they are “caught in toils of preju- 
dice,” but actually they abet it; says talk of guarding professions is 
purely selfish; urges colleges to catch up with ideals of democracy. 


Dan W. Dedson, Associate Professor of Sociology at New York 
University, in the American Scholar 


American higher education today stands 
at “operation crossroads.” Most of our col- 
leges and universities are rooted in what 
they proudly call their traditions. Pri- 
marily, they are rooted in the creation and 
perpetuation of an elite. 


The faet that the shortage of doctors 
resulted from prejudice and economic lim- 
itations which kept hundreds of worthy 
young people from preparing for that pro- 
fession filustrates how this thing has 
worked. The payoff came when it was re- 
vealed that Germany’s weakness partly re- 
sulted from prejudices which foreed her to 
expel the very people whose creativeness 
subsequently made such an enormous con- 
a to the development of the atomic 


Dr. Frank Kingdon, i an article in the 
American Mercury for October, 1945, sum- 
marized practices as they 
exist in the medical schools, I need not 
dwell upon his figures to any appreciable 
extent, but he indicates that the enroll- 
ment of Jewish students in medical] schools 
has been reduced by roughly 50 per cent 
im the last 20 years.

, Regional quotas, however defensible they 
may be as an educational device, can be, 
and in my opinion are, used in many in- 
stances as a pretext for practicing discrim- 
ination. The Mayor’s Committee on Unity 
of New York City found them fn operation 
not only in medical schools, but in some of 
the law schools as well. It is more difficult 
to justify. such regional quotas in profes 
sional schools than it would be in under- 
graduate institutions, for the selfishness of 
the majority group is much more apparent. 


The question which now presents itself 
is the validity of the arguments used by 
these institutions. then, are the ar- 
guments? How do they measure up? 


(1) The schools are caught im the toils 
of the prejudices of the potential student 
body. If more than a given percentage of 
a particular minority group are admitted 
to a particular school, there is a grave risk 
that other students will stay away from 
that school so that i will soon be over- 
whelmed by minority groups. 


It is evident that this argument fails to 
examine the reasons for a possible piling- 
up effect of minority group students in par- 
ticular schools. Students who are exclud- 
ed by some schools must inevitably gravi- 
‘tate to the schools which do admit them. 


The answer to this argument is not to 
perpetuate quota systems, but to open all 
of the schools to students who compete free- 
ly for admission solely on the basis of their 
relevant personal qualifications, so that 
minority students are more widely dis- 
tributed in the population, 


“In Toils of Prejudice” 


(2) The schools are caught in the toils 
of the prejudices of American society. Grad- 
uates who are members of certain minority 
groups do not find employment in their 
fields of study as readily as do other grad- 
uates, A large proportion of graduates who 
do not find employment in their fields of 
study injures the reputation of the school 
and hinders it from obtaining well-qualified 
students, 

The answer to this argument is, again, 
that if all of the schools opened their gates, 


no one school would be unduly handi- 
capped. 

(3) Discrimination in employment is not 
of equal potency in all fields of endeavor. 
The result ts that students from minority 
groups gravitate toward certain fields which 
are relatively open to them. As a conse- 
quence, other students would be driven 
away; these fields would then be over- 


whelmed by the minority groups. 


It should be noted that this argument 
assumes not merely that the prospective 
student would be willing to give up the 
school which is most suitable for him, but 
actually to give up the career of his choice 
merely in order not to be compelled to as- 
sociate with fearful numbers of Negroes, 
Jews or members of other hated minority 
groups. The opening of the schools will 
establish natural proportions, as determined 
by interest and aptitude, of the various 
groups who compose our people, rather than 
the arbitrary proportions which prevail. 


When Mimorities Excel 


In dealing with the preceding arguments, 
no account was taken of the role of colleges 
and universities in civilized culture. The 
schools are not the custodians of the forces 
of darkness, of ignorance, of bias, bigotry 
and hate. The schools cannot afford, not 
if they are to serve as centers of enlight- 
enment, passively to accept the fll-founded 
prejudices of our society, to say nothing of 
actively abetting them. 


(4) The disproportionate number of min- 
ority group members in certain professional 
fields is a potent force making for anti- 
minority group feeling and Fascism, as in 
Germany, Japan, Italy and Spain! 


John Seth Arsenian in an article in 
“Psychiatry” has pointed out that, as a 
result of quotas, the minority group mem- 
bers who do manage to get through the 
barriers are much more rigorously selected 
than those coming from dominant groups. 
This means, for example, that the average 
Jewish student is apt to be far superior 
to the average Gentile student—not be- 
cause Jews are superior, but because only 
the better Jews can get in. As a conse- 
quence, the average Gentile may be con- 
stantly “outsmarted” by Jews and, almost 
inevitably, comes to resent them. 


A Burden of Tradition 


It is indeed a sad commentary upon the 
majority group in American Mfe when a 
Jewish population constituting less than 5 
per cent of the total of our nation are, be- 
eause of ambition and preparation, such a 
threat to the majority group that they are 
resented, and that undemocratic methods 
are used by the majority to exclude them 
from equal opportunities for competition. 


Somewhere along the road to democracy, 
American higher education got impeded by 
a burden of traditions inconsonant with the 
very ideals perpetuated by these traditions 
—and the schools were left behind. It is 
time old habits were sloughed off, and all 
young people given the opportunity to join 
hands in the great search for that new set 
of social relationships which will reveal the 
path of peace and light to mankind.

BEST FILM PLAYS OF [%5, edited by John Gassner 
and Dudley Nichols. (Crown Publishers, Mew York.) 
This book, second fn an annual series 

to make screenwriting as respectable, say, 
as playwriting is, includes 10 screenplays 
from Hollywood's output of the second half 
of 1944 and all of 1945. The screenplays 
are “The Lost Weekend,” “Spellbound,” 
“Double Indemnity,” “None But the Lonely 
Heart,” “GI Joe,” and five other scripts 
possessing qualities superior to the hun- 
dreds of other scripts that were screened 
during this period. Three of the 10 scripts 
selected were by independent producers, 
the rest by the established top league pro- 
duction firms, 


All the scripts—including originals for 
the screen, and adaptations of old and new 
novels and plays—make most interesting 
reading, for their own sakes as reading 
matter, for what they show of the tech- 
niques of the new writing medium, and 
for purposes of comparison of the printed 
words with what the movies looked, sound- 
ed and felt like, and added up te. 


« * * 


The special language employed im screen 
writing—injicating the special screen ef- 
fects contributed by directors, cameramen, 
film cutters, etc.—is not the least interest- 
ing feature in this book. This language, = 
graft, one might say, of onomatopoeia im 
sound to new words born of the need for 
technica] exactness of description, will no 
doubt become more and more a part of the 
broad language of the masses as such an- 
thologies as this gain in popularity. An 
example, offered at random, is “lapdis- 
solve.” The screenwriter says lep-dissoive 
for, roughly, about the same reason that 
a novelist brings one chapter to a close and 
affixes a new chapter heading to the next 
blank page. 

But ,the best part of this exeellently~ 
conceived and executed volume is the pref- 
atory part, consisting of Individually signed 
essays by the editors on the screen medium, 
past, present and future.

For Many, No World 


N THE highest sense, the treatment of the so-called refugee prob- 
lem at this United Nations Assembly will gauge the level of modern 


man (highbrow for you and me). 


For this is not a political problem 


but an ethical problem. Ethics—the moral values that determine the 
relations between human beings—are the key to nearly everything. 


Technically, the refugee problem

boils down to this: About a mil-/ back 


lion people are being 


rope, or shall it get busy and send 
refugees back to their countries 
of origin?” 


Who Are the Refugees? 


There is a third course which 
does not seem to have occurred 
to the UN officials: “Shall the 
UN insist that homes be found 
for all these people in ‘Tountries 
where they would be happy to 
settle?” 

Just who are these refugees 
anyway? The bulk of them are 
persons reluctant to go back to 
their countries of origin. This 
raises two more interesting ques- 
tions: 

1. Why are they reluctant? 

2 In a civilized world should 
any non-criminal human heing be 
eompelied against his or her will 
to go or to return anywhere? 

Most of them are from that por- 
tion of Eastern Europe over which 
the Soviet Union extended its in- 
fluence during the recent war. 
The Balts—free until 1940—refuse 
to live under a political regime 
(the Soviet Union) which they re- 
gard as unfree and hateful. The 
Poles object to the semi-Com- 
munism of Bierut and political 
domination by Moscow. The Yugo- 
slavs consider Marshall Tito’s rule 
as slavery. 

Moreover many believe that if 
they returned they would be 
seized and punished either for 


‘acts actually committed by them 


against the home governments or 
for “hostile attitudes.” Reassur- 
ances from Moscow, Warsaw and 
Belgrade fail to convince them. 
What is more, they fail to con- 
vince me, for in regimes like these 
no man’s life is safe from the 


Jews, Hungarian Jews, Austrian 
Jews, even Russian Jews. They 
cannot bear the thought of remain- 
ing in the horror spots where they 
saw their relatives done to death. 
Moreover, in a country like Pol- 
and, the lives of Jews are still 
not safe. (This is not the fault 


but the impotence of the present 


Polish Government.) 

Behind the Jews in the camps, 
are many hundreds of thousands 
of other Jews who wish to emi- 
some place where they 
may hope to be treated as human 
Even in France and Italy 
have still not been able to 
prope stolen from them 


y in possession of 


kept in 
camps in Europe either because 
they refuse to go back to their 
respective countries (Balts, Poles, 
Yugoslavs, etc.) or because they 
have no place to go (the Jews). 
Therefore, the question (for the 
technicians) is simply, “Shall the 
UN concentrate on keeping refu- 
gees under care in camps in Eu- 


In short, the reasons why the 
refugees wish to move are ade- 
quate in all cases and in some 
cases compelling. 


No Right of Asylum. 


Which brings me to the second 
question—have governments any 
right to tell individuals where to 
live—and make them live there? 

There was a time—a golden age 
it almost seems—when in the 
United States and Western Europe 
this question would not have been 
asked. Our country was founded 
by emigrants, some of them politi- 
cal, and reared high on the right 
of asylum. In the age of true (as 
distinguished from the present, 
largely phony) liberalism, every- 
body admitted that a man had as 
much right to change his national- 
ity as to change his shirt. Any- 
thing less was tyranny. 7 

It is obvious that this is less 
a political than an ethical princi- 
ple. The human individual was 
considered the ultimate reality for 
which everything else existed. You 
could not deny him asylum with- 
out denying your religion. 

This principle has been succes- 
sively obscured. The American 
Congress puts race prejudice and 
fear of unemployment or a low- 
ered living standard above the 
right. of asylum; other countries 
simply exclude people they do not 
relish. Small wonder that there 
emerged in Russia, Italy, Ger- 
many, Portugal. and Spain, re- 
gimes that made individuals tools 
of the omnipotent collectivity. 


A Trifle Inconsistent. 


It is regimes of this type headed 
by Russia that are insisting that 
political or other refugees should 
be handed back like cattle. (This 
caused British Minister Philip 
Noel Baker to point out that Karl 
Marx wrote “Das Kapital,” the 
totalitarian bible, while himself a 
refugee in England.) * 

It is the democracies, where the 
right of asylum still lingers as'a 
memory, that are still defending 
the refugee’s right not to return. 
But—and this is important—the 
democracies are not offering new 
homes to the homeless. The best 
they offer is further support in 
camps. This is not good enough. 
The job before us is to get these 
million refugees out of camps and 
into free societies. 

Palestine—if the powers would 
honor the solemn pledge made in 
1917—could house the homeless 
and uneasy Jews. 

But the others—the seven or 
eight hundred thousand — need 
something more. They need to be 
taken into existing societies like 
the United States, Britain, France, 
Australia, Canada, etc. There is 
plenty of room for them—if we 


‘eliminated the selfishness that 


keeps them out. 
Therefore, I repeat, UN’s action 
or lack of action on the refugee 


problem is an ethical test. Not of 
UN, but of you and me.

The Complete “Anti” System

despite the fact that the reasoning of the Federalist papers is con- 
siderably more convincing than that of the Dumbarton QMaks docu- 
ments, and that the Constitution of the United States had from the 
beginning the essential elements of a genuine charter of unidn, while 
the San Francisco Charter has none of them at all. 


Elliott Roosevelt admonishes 
that this nation must supply the 
leadership for “rebirth of the 
means whereby we achieved unity 
during the war,” to which one 
might quip, “You mean the re- 
birth of the German and Japanese 
war machines in active operation, 
because they, which are now miss- 
ing, were exactly and exclusively 
the means of achieving unity.” 


What Sort of One World? 


Unity—one world—demands an 
answer to the question: what sort 
of one world. And that’s what the 
real fight is about. Is it to be one 
world of social democracy, capi- 
talist democracy, libertarian de- 
mocracy, or tyrannical democracy, 
if we can use the word “democ- 
racy,” in association with what 
Americans have hitherto consid- 
ered its opposite? But maybe the 
Soviets who associate despotism 
with democracy are the better 
classicists and students of Aris- 
totle. 

Anyhow: that’s the issue, al- 
though some think they can all 


_ be shaken up together into a neW 


United Nations cocktail. 

‘We are shaking up a peculiar 
cocktail in the United States, and 
the representatives of the world’s 
nations, united or not, will, by 
their presence here, have a chance 
to taste it and decide whether i 
exhilarates or depresses. 


We've Locked the Wheels. 


For we, though the “United” 
States ere, at this moment, united 
neither in capitalism nor socialism, 
nor social democracy, nor syndi- 
alism, nor anything that ever was 
on land or sea except as the pre- 
lude to something else that might 
occur as an act of revulsion. 

We have achieved such a refined 
balance of power in our economic 
life, that we have locked the 
wheels of the economy and even 
achieved, against heavy odds, 
poverty in the midst of plenty. 

We have the most efficient fac- 
tories, the most productive labor, 
the most scientifically advanced 
agriculture, and everything bigger 
and better than anyone else. 


But while the Assembly is sit- 


ting, the furnaces may stop be- 
cause there is no coal, the lights 
go off because a handful of power 
workers, belonging to neither of 
the great labor organizations, and 
in fact denounced by them, as in 
Pittsburgh, are exercising “civil 
liberties.” The delegates may sud- 
denly find nothing to eat, and no 
transportation. 

And they will then certainly 
ask themselves: What goes on 
here? Mr, Byrnes may be pleading 
ever so eloquently, but if the 
radio breaks down or the lights 
go out, American leadership will 
suffer an eclipse. 


No Responsibility. 


Delegates will no doubt curiously 
ask: Who runs this country? The 
answer cannot be “the Govern- 
ment,” because government gov- 
erns, and ours today, like the 
British monarch, “reigns but does 
not govern.” The answer cannot 
be “the industrial capitalists,” be- 
cause capitalists are only function-. 
ing when they are producing 
goods; it cannot be laborers, be- 
cause laborers are only function- 
ing when they are laboring, 

Shall we reply: “We have found 
something new, hitherto untried, 
the complete anti-system, under 
which labor checks management 
without assuming its functions, or 
providing for its own payrolls; 
capital checks labor, without pro- 
ducing profits; government sets 
as an umpire to see that neither 
wins and nothing changes; and 
the world is admonished to ob- 
serve and emulate the blessings 
of liberty—liberty no longer for 
the miserable private citizen, but 
for the leaders of powerfully or- 
ganized groups, each with power 
to halt the wheels, and all without 
responsibility to create and keep 
functioning,

The attempts of United Nations 
leaders to secure peace and liberty 
for the peoples of the world will 
be futile unless mankind at the 
same time strives for liberty of

situation. At a general staff meet- 
ing. he warned officers against 
talebearers and ordered that these 
“authoritative” reports be treated 
as rumors and be thoroughly in- 
vestigated before being passed on 
or discussed. 
During the past week the Asso- 
ciated Press office has been vis- 
ited by several unsolicited in- 
formants and even received some 
“reports” by telephone from per- 
sons who preferred to remain 
anonymous. All these stories are 
on alleged actions within the Rus- 
sian zone and are almost impos- 
sible to check since western per- 
sonnel cannot iravel freely in the 
Soviet army zone. In nine cases 
out of 10 American official sources 
have no knowledge of the inci- 
dents referred to. 

Germans, naturally, are 
out to save all they can from the 
wreckage of their country. When 
the war ended they recognized as 
inevitable the loss of their indus- 
trie. with subsequent hardship. 
Now in the split between the East 
and the West they see a hope of 
salvaging something. 

A year ago when factories were 
removed the Germans were silent. 
Now if a factory is dismantled 
for reparations there is an instant 
| outcry that it is causing hardship. 

At present the Russians are un- 
der attack. But the now halted 
| reparations in the American zone 
|will sometime be resumed and 
|300 or 400 factories will be dis- 
mantled. Then the United States 
| will be subject to attack.

WORDS TO WATCH... 
ASHINGTON: Please give the 
proper pronunciation of the 
word connoisseur.—E. 8. D. 

Answer: Connoisseu: is the An- 
glicized form of the French con- 
naisseur, from the verb connaitre, 
“to know.” In best usage, con- 
noisseur is pronounced kon-i-SER, 
the third syllable rhyming with 
her, per. Some dictionaries also 
show a long “u” (yoo) sound in 
the third syllable, thus: kon-i- 
SYOOR. However, I do not rec- 
ommend it for the reason that 
“sgyoor” approaches or actually 
becomes “sewer,” thus giving the 
word an unpleasant connotation. 

Wheatfield: What is the origin 
and correct pronunciation of 
amen ?—H. 

Answer: Amen is from the He- 
brew. Its literal meaning is “firm; 
truly.” In ecclesiastical usage, 
amen is equivalent to: So be it; 
may it come to pass. In speaking, 
the pronunciation is ah-MEN; or; 
ay-MEN In religious music, 
hymns, anthems, oratories, etc., 
ah-MEN is universal. 

Penticton, B, C.: Please define 
and pronounce the term sadist.— 
Mrs. W. P. 8. 

Answer: Generally speaking, a 
sadist is a person who derives 
ververted satisfaction from the in- 
fliction of cruelty upon another. 
The word is derived from the sur- 
hame of the Marquis de Sade (pro- 
nounced: sad), who first wrote of 
the perversion. Sadist is: SAD-ist. 
Sadism is: SAD-izm. Sadistic is: 
sa-DISS-tik. 

Watch the word tremendous.’ Do 
not say “tree-MEN-juss.” There 
should be no palatization of the 
“d.” Be sure to say: tree-MEN- 


uss. 

And watch the accent on the 
word lamentable. Not “luh-MEN- 
tuh-b’l.” There is only one accent: 
it falls on the first syllable, thus: 
LAM-en-tuh-b’l. 

The word traverse, verb, noun, 
and adjective, is accented on the 
first syllable by most dictionaries: 
TRAV-erss. However, Americans 


. often accent the verb on the sec- 


ond syllable: truh-VERSS. Indeed, 
two good dictionaries, Thorndike 
Century and Kenyon and Knott’s, 
list truh-VERSS as the alternative 
pronunciation. 


How It Started

“Name Your Poison.” 


The familiar “Name your poi- 
son!” for “What will you have to 
drink?” is.not the mere wisecrack 
it appears to be on the surface. 
Its implications have a basis in 
etymology and history. 

On the face of it the allusion is 
to consuming spiritous liquors and 
the usual after-effects of over- 
indulgence, But the metaphor 
goes deeper. The word “intox- 
icate” is rooted in the Greek word 
“toxikon,” which was the name 
of the poison in which archers 
dipped their arrows to make a 
more lethal missile. 

Early English literature is re- 
plete with usages illustrating this 
intrinsic meaning of “intoxicate.” 
In 1480, Caxton wrote: 

“The fayre Esperie ... was 
by a venemous serpente pricked 
on the foot. She was entox- 
icat and empoysoned in such 
wyse that she felle deed.” 

In 1494 there is a reference to 
an individual who 

“.. . toke a pocion of a 
physycion . . . whiche was in- 
toxicat by meane of which ven- 
emous pocion he dyed shortlye 
after.” 

Survivals of this early usage are 
modern medical terms like toxic, 
anti-toxin and auto-intoxication. 

The association between poison 
and drink dates as far back as 
the fourteenth century. Undoubt- 
edly the link was the old fashioned 
custom of disposing of enemies 
by adding poison to the convivial 
giass. In those days “poisonous 
draught” was a common phrase. 
Under date of 1610 we find this: 

“. . . to suger the brims of 
their intoxicated cups that men 
the more greedily may drink 
those venimous potions,” 

And in 1775, Boswell, the bi- 
Ographer of Samuel Johnson, 
wrote: 

“IT run wild but did not get 
drunk. I was however intox- 
icated and very ill the next day.”

HYDE PARK, Sunday 

HERE is an article in one of 

the papers today which will 

bring chuckles to anyone who 
knows the younger set on Long 
Island, It is by a butler who tells 
what’s wrong with the employers 
he’s worked for. Although it is 
amusing and in some ways very 
true, there is another side to the 
picture, and I think both sides 
should be presented fairly. 

There is no question but what 
in the past the employer did not 
provide “servants” with the type 
of comfortable living quarters to 
which they are entitled. But I 
think it is the exception today 
when an employer does not give 
comfortable rooms and furnish- 
mgs. 

I am entirely in accord that a 
change in the name is desirable. 
I have always disliked the word 
“servant.” Could one say domestic 
helper, or is there a better name? 
The job, if a family and a home 
are to be well cared for, is a 
skilled worker’s job. 

* * * 


I DO NOT FIND the story of 
the woman who served 40 years 
in one family and then left all 
she had to her employer’s son, 
rather than to her own relatives, 
a sad tale. I think she was un- 
doubtedly happy in her work and 
loved those whom she_ served. 
That can be a very rare, close and 
satisfying relationship. No com- 
pensation in wages can possibly 
measure the tie that exists be- 
tween employer and employe 
when years of love and respect 
have forged the bond. 

I think the unionization of do- 
mestic employes will be salutary 
both. for the employer and the 
employe. The employer would 
have to be more accurate in de- 
scribing the job and less change- 
able. The employe’ would have to 
be well-trained and live up to cer- 
tain standards, both as to the man- 
ner in which the job was done and 
the time it took to execute. There 
would have to be definite achieve- 
ment and skill in order to obtain 
certain wages.

THE BUTLER who writes this 


sad and partially true tale does 


not mention that many a couple 
in service today is demanding and 
receiving from $300 to $400 a 
month in addition to board and 
lodging, which at present living 


costs would probably mean an ad- 
ditional $200 a month. There are 
not many employers, young or old, 
who can afford that amount of 
money for help in their household 
tasks, 

. Forty or 50 years ago, the 
monthly rate of pay in households 
with several employes was $40 to 
$50 for a cook, $25 to $30 for a 
housemaid or waitress, and $18 to 
$20 ‘for a kitchen maid, with room 
and*board for all. These wages 
rose until about 20 years ago, when 
a cook received $80 to $100 a 
month, a butler about $70 or more, 
and the other employes between 
$60 and $70 a month. Costs of 
food and rent were far lower, so 
that for the salary received by a 
couple today, one could have a 
house completely staffed with four 
or five well-trained domestic em- 
ployes. It meant less work for 
everyone, of course, but less pay. 
I am not sure that in the aggre 
gate, however, those domestic em- 
ployes of an earlier era really had 
such a bad time! 


Oysters a la King 


One pint oysters, one-fourth 
pound mushrom caps, one table- 
spoon butter or margarine, one 
green pepper, one-half cup cut 
celery, one-half cup water, two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
two tablespoons flour, one-fourth 
cup cream, one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, salt and 
pepper to taste, one-half cup 
cracker crumbs, two tablespoons 
melted butter or margarine. 

Pick over and wash the oysters. 
Parboil until edges curl. Drain 
and reserve oyster liquor. Slice 
mushroom caps and panfry in 
butter or margarine. Parboil the 
green pepper for three minutes in 
boiling water. Drain and cut in 
strips. Wash celery and cut in 
strips lengthwise and then cross- 
wise in fine pieces. Cook for five 
minutes or until tender, in the 
half cup of water. Melt two table- 
spoons butter or margarine and 
add flour. Blend until smooth, then 
add oyster liquor which has been 
strained Where should be about a 
half cup). Add cream, oysters, cel- 
ery, mushrooms, pepper, Worces- 
tershire sauce, salt and pepper to 
taste. Turn into a casserole dish 
and cover with cracker crumbs 
mixed with melted butter or mar- 
garine. Bake until crumbs are 
browned. 


Economical Menus

one-pot dinner is ideal for 

busy days. It’s less dishwash- 

ing and the foods can 
all be prepared at the same time 
and stored in the _ refrigerator 
ready to be consigned to the pot 
at the proper time. Salt pork is 
the preferred meat, but fresh pork 
or beef with quite a little fat can 
be used, The browning of the 
meat adds to both flavor and at- 
tractive color—and slow cooking 
in the covered kettle makes it be- 
come tender enough to blend 
through all the other foods. It 
is not necessary to stir in the 
vegetables. In fact, to serve it in 
its layered arrangement is ap- 
pealing. With a spic and span 
looking Dutch oven, it is a good 
plan to bring it right to the table, 
place it on a pretty tile or a 
heavy pottery plate right in front 
of the server’s stack of plates. It’s 
not being primitive or lazy to 
serve food in the kettle in which 


- it cooks. Instead, it’s ultra modern 


and it keeps hot to the last bite. 
Dinner In One Pot. 


One-half pound fresh pork or 
beef or one-quarter pound salt 
pork, one pound green beans, one 
pound small potatoes, one-half 
pound small onions, one-half 
pound turnip, white or rutabaga, 
two teaspoons salt. 


Either fresh pork or beef should 
have a good proportion of fat. 
Cut obtainable meat into small 
cubes, brown slowly in heavy ket- 
tle or Dutch oven. Add one pint 
of water, cover and simmer until 
meat is almost tender—from one- 
half to one hour. Now add cleaned 
beans, the peeled whole potatoes, 
the onions, and last the turnip— 
white turnip cut in quarters or the 
rutabaga cut in one and one-half 
inch cubes. Add enough boiling 
water to cover and the salt. Cover 
and cook gently until all vege- 
tables are tender. Shake the kettle 
gently from time to time to pre- 
vent contents from sticking. The 
vegetables should cook tender in 


half an hour and by this time, 
most of liquid should be evapo- 
rated. Just before serving, add 
more salt if needed. Four servings.

Add one tea- 
spoon vanilla and one egg, beat 
thoroughly, then add another egg 
and beat thoroughly again.

dition. Pour into two 8-inch cake 
pans which have been lined on the 
bottom with wax paper. Bake 
at 350 degrees F. for 25 minutes. 
Cool before frosting. 


Burnt Sugar Frosting. 


In the top of a double boiler 
combine one egg white, three 
tablespoons of the burnt sugar 
syrup, two tablespoons water, 
three-fourths cup sugar and a 
dash of salt. Mix well and beat 
over hot water for about seven 
minutes until mixture stands in 
peaks. Spread on layers and 
sprinkle with chopped walnuts. 
Add vanilie. Mix.

Appetite and 
_ Hunger Not 
Same Thing 


By Herman N. Bundesen,

OST PEOPLE do not dis- 

tinguish between appetite and 

hunger. And yet the two are 
different, even while seeming 
much the same. 

Appetite might be defined as the 
attitude toward food, the relish 
with which it is approached and 
enjoyed, As such, it is largely a 
mental reactton, though stimu- 
lated by the physical senses of 
smell and taste. Appetite increases 
at the smell or taste of food which 
is liked; diminishes or disappears 
altogether in the face of distaste- 
ful sights or smells. 

Hunger, on the other hand, is a 
purely physical thing, and is due 
to contractions of the stomach. 
While the feeling of being in good 
appetite is nearly always pleasant, 
hunger may be accompanied by 
many unpleasant sensations 
restlessness, irritability and head- 
ache. *

ACCORDING TO Dr. Jacob 
Meyer and his co-workers of Chi- 
cago, hunger contractions may 
sometimes be present without 
causing any feeling of hunger or 
arousing any appetite for food. 
This is especially true of those 
whose loss of appetite is due to 
mental depression. Where organic 
disease is at the root of the 
trouble, Dr. Meyer found that the 
normal hunger contractions of the 
stomach were absent along with 
the usual hunger sensations which 
stimulate the desire for food, 

Dr. Meyer found that when 
mentally depressed patients were 
treated with a drug known as 
amphetamine sulfate, the appetite 
was improved. 

He thinks that this drug acts by 
increasing the mental activity and 
thus aiding in the perception of 
hunger,

THERE are other methods of 
treatment which are employed in 
the treatment of anorexia, or poor 
appetite. What is known as psy- 
chotherapy, or mental treatment, 
is often of value. In many in- 
stances, the patient is beset by 
worry and anxiety which, if re- 
lieved to some extent, allows the 
appetite to return.

Whats Behind Gambling Craze? 


—'People Just Find It Hard to Calm Down After Excitement of War Years’ 


By D. A. Laird, Ph. D. 


N OUTBURST of gambling 

mania seems to follow in the 

wave of each major war. Both 
the victors and ‘the losers go 
through a long spell of frantic 
gambling after open warfare 
ceases, The outburst of gambling 
in all countries after the first 
world war made moralists fear 
we were going to perdition rapidly. 

And today we are in the midst 
of the gambling rage following 
World War II. It is not limited 
to gambling dens, but is out in 
the open in legalized betting on 
horse races, and is conducted with 
Only a gesture toward secrecy in 
the sale of policy chances through- 
out government offices in Wash- 
ington. Today’s moralists say it 
is a symptom of moral decay, but 
the mental specialists disagree 
with them, 

To the student of the human 
mind the gambling outbreaks are 
symptoms of a widspread feeling 
of boredom, woeey or getting rich 
quick (what amateur ever does”), 
or Making a living without work- 
ing (what amateur gambler ever 
does?). But these are minor fac 
tors in the spread of the craze. 

‘It is the plunge from the ex- 
citement and uncertainty of war 
years into the realtive calm of 
‘peace that leaves ‘millions craving 
some sort of excitement. The haz- 
ards of gambling help carry on 
the turbulent uncertainty to which 
people were keyed during the war, 
The war was a gigantic gamble, 
with enormous stakes, despite all 
our feelings of optimism about 
the ultimate outcome. 

And that is the way most of 
this crop of amateur gamblers 
are taking up the stakes and 
possible losses of their new found 
but smaller gamble. They keep 
at it though they all lose, hoping 
as in the war, that their luck 
will change and they will begin 
to make big winnings before los- 
ing their last shirt. 

After the first world war people 
with a few dollars could gamble 
on the stock markets. The sale 
of stocks was tremendous, though 
mostly bought on margins, and 
the spirit of personal luck raised 
the prices to fictitiously high 
levels. At the present time with 
margin trading eliminated, the 
person with a big gambling spirit 
but a small pocketbook tries his 
lucky feeling in smaller fields. 
That is probably why the gam- 
bling outbreak seems to be greater 
after this war, : 

The latent hostility in human 
nature also plays a stronger part 
in gambling than most persons 
realize. During war stresses this 
hostility reaches a peak and is 
usually directed towards the en- 
emy. In the postwar years this 
hostility is not free-floating but 
becomes directed towards some 
definite thing sooner or later. 

The gambler directs his hostility 
unconsciously toward the person 
or system or syndicate he is try- 
ing to beat. Thus, while the gam-

bler may become livid with ex- 
citement during the play or race, 
his fun comes not from the pleas- 
ure of being in a game but rather 
from making someone else play. 
This latent hostility which is the 
keynote of all gambling makes 
the play less a desire to win 
some than to make the other per- 
son lose. It really is not play 
but more like a small scale war. 
e. &: 

Psychoanalysts also have found 
that gambling and love are close- 
ly related, Persons who are un- 
happily married, or who discovered 
that the course of love does not 
run smoothly, are magnetically 
drawn to gambling. The upsurge 
of gambling and the upsurge in 
the divorce rate are going hand 
in hand, How gambling can con- 
sole the person having love 
trouble is one of the vagaries of 
the human mind that apparently 
only a psychoanalyst can under- 
stand. But their pronouncements 
are strong enough that they 
should cause concern to the per- 
son married to someone with a 
yen to gamble. 

As the country passes further 


into reconstruction and the left- 
over war hogetility and emotions 
gradually weaken and find less 
expensive outlets, the gambling 
craze will die down to normal 
proportions. There will always be 
a proportion of the population in- 
clined to gamble, regardless of 
the taboos which make gambling 
difficult in usual times. 
Gambling is always on the up- 
swing during war times amongst 
the members of the armed forces, 
despite formal official regulations 
which are supposed to bring se- 
vere penalties to those caught 
gambling, The officers simply pre- 
tend not to see the dice, cards 
and other gambling devices used 
by the men. Yet gambling is al- 
Ways rampant among soldiers and 
sailors, particularly those drafted 
more or less against their wishes. 
They are the disappointed person 
being made to face something 
they would rather not face. Their 
hostility has been raised to fever 
heat against the enemy, and they 
are facing the supreme gamble of 
life itself. For them the petty 
gambling is not a pastime but a 
relief from the pent-up tension 


just as it is with most gamblers.

civilian gambling, but we would 
still have the craze without their 
help.

The professional gambler, who 
makes his living from the craze 
others have to gamble, is a rath- 
er different breed of creature. He 
keeps cool, while the craze fol- 
lower finds excitement. It is a 
business with the professional, 
and he knows he will come out 
ahead if not by hook then by 
crook, 

With the craze follower it is an 
uncertainty, with only inherent 
personal optimism to keep him 
plunging further when he should 
realize full well he kas at best 
barely even odds of winning. But 
apparently the craze follower pre- 
fers the uncertainty of the gam- 
ble to the uncertainty in real life 
he wants to forget or cannot get 
up nerve enough to face. 

Here is good advice to the cas- 
ual gambler: Don’t visit the pawn- 
broker after you have lost. See 
a psychiatrist instead.
